The blackout affected 1.5 million persons in Utah 
and in small communities of southern Idaho and 
western Wyoming.

The outage snarled traffic, prompted closure of 
some schools and businesses and stranded people 
in elevators and on ski litis, ii forced some sewage 
treatment plants to discharge raw sewage into the 
Great Salt Lake and Ulah Lake. — _ — - - --

White said the power company learned about the 
prison fire from an anonymous phone caller. 

The utility official said the short occurred at a 
"vulnerable" point in the Utah Power system. 

"The system breaks in half at that point," White 
said. He said Utah Power generates a large part of 
its electricity south of the prison while most of the 
demand for power is centered in Salt Lake Cilv and 
Ogden. north of the facility. 

When the line shorted out, power surged south 
with such force that it knocked out two major lines 
near Antlmonv, Utah - about HCmlles south of the 
prison— ■White said. £~ . ; — -

TWIN FALLS - Phi! Auth Jr. of 
Twin Falls has won his SllfDislric't 
Court battle against Twin Falls 
County baling inspectors. 

Fifth District Judge Theron Ward 
ruled Friday against a request by 
county officials to allow them to 
Inspect Auth's home for possible 
building code violations. County, of- 
ficials wanted to inspect all work done 
on the structure, located six miles 
southwest of Twin Falls, since the last 



examination made roughly a year 
ago. 

Auth fought Ihe move, saving 
county officials had missed their 
chance to make a final inspection 
before he and his family moved into 
the home in Mav 19S0. 

County officials said the decision, 
while not invalidating the building 
code, could set a precedent which will 
force building inspectors to take a 
harder line toward violations. 

Prosecutor Jeff Stoker said he did 
not plan to appeal the decision, adding 
he did not consider Ward's ruling a 
defeat for the county or a repudiation 



of the building code. Serious vio- 
lations of the code had been satisfied, 
he said. 

But Ward's ruling could set a legal 
precedent, requiring county building 
officials to take a more rigid stance,- 
he said. By attempting lo give Auth 
additional time to comply and by 
withholding punitive action, the 
county had waived its right to enforce 
Ihe code under Ward's ruling, he said. 

"I don't consider it a defeat," he 
said, adding the decision means "if 
you'lisffhose defects in a building, 
you better list them all because you ■ 
won't get a second shot." 



. Ward's decision caps a case which 
has seen Auth in court five times in., 
the past year. The case stems from a 
request filed in court by county of- 
ficials to enjoin Auth from living in 
the building. The county charged Auth- 
knowinglyand deliberately violated 
the code when he built the house. 

Throughout the court battle, Auth 
has maintained the government does 
not have the right to dictate how an 
individual builds his own home, a 
position he .said . he considers "as - 
much religious as it is economic." 

County officials contended they had

'Fair farm prices mean U.S. wealth 1

TWIN FALLS - If .farmers received "fair- 
prices, agriculture could make the entire country 
prosperous, farmers attending the Utah-Idaho 

Farmers U nion Convention were told. F_ridav_, 

-. Jon Wefald, president of Southwest StatcUniver- 
slty in Marshall, Minn., and a former director of 
that state's agriculture department, said 
agriculture is the "missing link" economists ipnore 
when they talk about getting the economy moving 
again. ..... ... 

Lower Interest rates and tax cuts might be part of 
the answer, he told the more than 70 farmers, 
ranchers and their wives attending the final dav of 
the group's Twin Falls convention. However 
agriculture is this country's No. 1 industry. II has 
more assets than all the auto, steel and trans- 
portation companies combined. Wefald said. And 



agriculture is -giving awav" what it produces, he 
said. 

"Back in 1972. oil was S2.50 a barrel and wheat 
was $2.50 a bushel." he said, "Why is America In 
trouble today? Because what we had to sell." we 
gave away. What we had to buy. we paid more for." 

Higher farm commodity prices wouldn't fuel 
Inflation or bankrupt the economy, Wefald said. It 
-would do Just tbc-oppo5lte:Tt is no coihcide"nce"that 
In the years following World War II. which were 
some of the most prosperous in this country's 
history, farm-prices were at historic highs com- 
pared to the prices farmers paid for other products, 
he said. 

Commodity prices have plunged about W percent' 
when measured against the price of goods farmers 
buy since that time, he said. "Don't talk to me 
about subsidies for agriculture. It is exactly the 
opposite. America's farmers and ranchers have 
been subsidizing consumers for the past 35 to -10 
years." 

Throughout the two-day convention, the ma jor 



theme was how to make farming and ranchku; 
profitable year oiler year. 

During an afternoon session, Utah-Idaho Farm- 
ers Union President Roy Holman of Ogden, Utah, 
and National Farmers Organization President 
DeVon Woodland of Blackloot talked about federal 
policies that could help ensure farmers a profitable 
.pricelorthcircommoditics. j. 

Woodland proposed a minimum crop price law 
that would work much the same as the federal 
minimum wage. Ultimately, farmers have the 
power to unite and bargain for a price that gives 
them o reasonable profit, Woodland said. Until they 
do, they need protection to help them stay in 
business, which a minimum crop price law would 
provide. 

Holman said he does not support that proposal. 
The prospects for passing such a low are dim and It 
would be difficult .to set "the minimum price. 

However, he does believe the federal government 
should pass legislation to help give farmers better 
pricesJodheiiicrDps. • __

BOISE (UPI) - The Idaho Fish and Game Commission 
will consider next week whether to create a special panel 
to investigate the circumstances surrounding Monday's 
shooting deaths of two conservation officers In Owyhee 
County. 

State Fish and Game Department Director Jerry 
Conley said Friday afternoon he had discussed possible 
formation of an Inquiry board with Commission Chairman 
Richard Schwarz, Idaho Falls. 

"Wc would like a board of Inquiry to look into this case, 
lo look at what information we have and see If we were 
doing anything wrong," Conley said. 

"Right now. It doesn't look flke-wc were doing anything 
wrong. Apparently U jusLbappcned that wc were in the 

__wron£ place at the wrong lime.- 

The department was shocked by the gunshot siayings 
this week In a remote area of rugged Owyhee County near 
the Oregon and Nevada borders. 

"We would appreciate having a board of inquiry, 
including some outside people, give us their best opinion," 
Conley said. 

The director said he hoped such a panel would make 
recommendations concerning what procedures officers in 



the field could follow to belter carry out their Jobs and 
protect themselves. — ■ — 

"We would like a recommendation on how we could 
operate In Isolated country with people of this type." he 
said, referring to the game wardens' killer. 

. Conley said he personailv would like anv inquiry group 
to study the types of equipment used by F&G officers. For 
example, he would consider the use of flak Jackets for 
officers who must enter a potentially dangerous situation, 
and possibly alter the department's weapons policy. 

He said F&G.offlcers now carry 357 magnum pistols: 
He said both murdered officers -were equipped -with 
weapons, . . 

Conley said the FBI was assuming more control of the 

rarcrrforDallasrHg-sald au tn o rltlerffcr(rpTgparing to'" 
mount a grid-pattern search in the area of northern 
Nevada In which Dallas was believed to have fled. 

The deaths of the officers apparently "was just one of 
those things," said Conley, who earlier Friday said the 
victims made the "ultimate sacrifice" in the effort to 
protect Idaho wildlife.

' "Right now, it doesn't look like wc were doing anything 
_wrong. Apparently lt just happened that w e were In the 
wrong place, at fhe wronp, f ime. 

The department was shocked by the gunshot slayings 
this week in a remote area of rugged Owyhee County near 
the Oregon and Nevada borders. . 

"We would appreciate having a board of Inquiry. 
Including some outside people, give us their best opinion," 
Conley said. 

The director said he hoped such a panel would make 
recommendations concerning jvHat procedures officers in 



the field could follow to better carry out their jobs and 
protect themselves. 

"We would like a recommendation on how we could 
operate In Isolated countrv with people of this type," he 
said, referring to the game wardens' killer. 

Conley said he personally would like anv inquiry group 
to study the types of equipment used bv F4G officers. For 
example, he would consider the use of flak jackets for 
officers who must enter a potentially danficrous situation, 
and possibly alter the department's weapons policy. 
- He said F&G officers now carry .357 magnum pistols.
